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INTRODUCTORY REMARKS 


It has been the Compiler’s aim to shun verbosity on the one hand, and obscurity of diction 
the other; to make his references as clear as possible, consistently with the ancillary nature of th 
wrirk; and, whilst omitting nothing likely to be useful, to avoid running into the opposite extreme, by 
encumbering his pages with needless matter. 

The general arrangement, it will be seen, is threefold—first, alphabetical , which is paramount; 
second, territorial; and third , chronological. The territorial arrangement is under four heads; (1st) 
references to enactments, whose application is not restricted to one or to two Presidencies, but general; 
(Mud) references to enactments which apply to the whole or a part of the Bengal Presidency and its 
dependencies only; and (3rd and -1th) those which affect in like manner the Presidencies of Madras 
and Bombay respectively. All the references throughout the Index have their general or their local 
application distinguished by the initial syllable, printed in a different type, and placed* on the left of 
tin* year column. The chronological succession requires no explanation;—it is of course subordinate 
to the exigencies of the alphabetical and territorial arrangements. 

In all instances where it has appeared necessary, the enactments applicable to cases governed by 
English Law, or which do not affect Mofussil Law, have been distinguished by the letters [It. C.], 
signifying Royal Courts; and those which bear the said mark must be understood as having reference 
to Supreme Courts, or to functionaries having sway within the local jurisdiction of Supreme Courts 
—such as Justices of the Peace, Sheriffs and Coroners. 

(Irammatical construction in some cases separates two or more Sections of the same Act, refer¬ 
ring to one and the same object, bv bringing one or more of them under the plural title, whilst the 
others more conveniently range themselves under the singular title. 

When several consecutive, references to one and the same Act occur under one title, it has not 
been deemed necessary to specify under every one of them the local application of the enactment, 
farther than the Presidency to w hieh it is confined. 

In the rare instances in which the word ditto is used, the extent of its application is not suscep¬ 
tible of doubt. The Compiler has been led to obserw: extreme circumspection on this point, from 
remarking the impenetrable obscurity which attends the profuse employpmnt of the word, in certain 
compilations of a kind analogous to the present. The economy of space thereby attained, by no means 
compensates the inquirer for the perspicuity which is lost.
